line, will be made in the report of the 
special subcommittee appointed 
by 
the United States senate to Investi­ 
gate into the Titanic disaster which 
will he given to the senate Tuesday 
morning. 
Taken together, as they 
will 
be 
presented in the report, they consti­ 
tute the most startling indictment of 
a great passenger-carrying corpora­ 
tion that has ever been found by an 
investigating body appoihted by the 
senate. 
The report spares neither J. Bruce 
Ismay nor his subordinates in 
New 
York, whose juggling with the truth, 
after receiving news from Montreal 
Chat the Titanic had sunk, to savagely 
criticised. 
Emphasis is laid on the 
cruelty of sending out such a dispatch 


as that received by 
Representative 
Hughes 
of West 
Virginia, 
whose 
daughter was on the Titanic with her 
husband, and who was told 
in 
a 
telegram signed “White 
Star Line” 
that the Titanic was being towed into 
Montreal. 
Direct responsibility for the acci­ 
dent is laid on Captain Smith, and it 
is pointed out that had he heeded the 
warnings of ice sent him by the Am- 
erika and other vessels the lives of 
the 1631 victims would 
have 
been 
saved. 
It is noted that the weather was 
clear and perfect, the sea being calm, 
with no swell—conditions that would 
have been ideal for the saving of all 
hands on board had there been ade­ 
quate life saving apparatus and ade­ 
quate sailors to man them.

Many a hard-headed exponent 
of 
the “little red school house” and the 
“blue-backed speller” insists that the 
modern high school student cannot 
spell. 
After the humiliating exhibi­ 
tion of young Sappington 
we 
are 
compelled to agree with them. Any 
14-year-old boy should 
be able 
to 
spell “oportoliacity” with his 
eyes 
shut. There is no hope ahead for the 
nation when our school children miss 
^jardiniere” in an oral examination. 
No, spelling is not an art—it is an 
Imposition,
